Distribution of Seed 
(irain and Potatoes 


By instructions of the Hon. 
Minister of agriculture a distrib 
ution of superior sorts of grain 
aud potatoes will be made to the 
Canadain farmers during the eum 
mer and Spring. The samples 
for general distribution will con 
sist of spring wheat ‘ 4 pounds’ 
white oats ‘4]bs’, barley ‘5 lbs’, 
and field peas ‘5lhs’. These will 
besent Ouifrom Ottawa. A dis 
tribution of potatoes (in 3 Ib. 
samples) will be carried‘on from 
several of the experimental farm 
the central farm at Ottawa sup- 
plying only the provinces of ont- 
ario and Quebec. All samples 
will be seat free, by mail. 

Applicants must give partic- 
ulars in regard to the soll of their 
tarms, and some account of their 
experiance with such kinds of 
grain (or potatoes) as they have 
grown,so that a promising sort 


for their condition may be select- 
ed. - 


Each application must be sep- 
arate and must be signed Jby the 
applicant. Only one sample of 
grain and one of potatoes can be 
sent to each farm, Applications 
of any kind of printed form can 
not be excepted. If twoor more 
samples are asked for in the 
same letter only one will be 
sent, 


As the supply of seed is limit 
farmers are advised to apply ear 


ly butthe applications wiil not 


necessarily be filled in the exact 
order in which they are recived. 
Preference will always given to 
the most thoughtful and eplicit 
requests. Applications received 
after the end of January will pro- 
bably be to late. 


Allapplications for grain and 
applications from the provinces 
of Ontario and Quebec for pota- 
toes should be addressed to the 
Dominion Cerealist, central Ex- 
perimental farm, Ottawa. Such 
applications require no postage. 
If other wise addressed delay and 
dissapointment may occur. 


Applications for potatoes. from 
farmers in any other province 
should be adressed [postage pre 
paid] tothe superintendant of the 
nearest Branch of experimental 
farm in that province.

IN DEBT TO DOUGHTY 


©ANADA OWES MUCH TO ITS 
DOMINION ARCHIVIST, 


Historian and Collector Who Has 
With Patience and Zeal and In- 
finite Skill Built Up the Nation's 
Records Is Author of a Big List 
of Books—He Once Wrote a 
Comic Opera Libretto, 


counsel of the law, says Francis A. 
Carman in Torgnto Star Weekly, It 
contains the historical records of the 
Dominion, including not only the 
records of politics, but the basic 
titles to the real estate of the coun- 
try. The other day a dispute arose 
over the ownership of an island in 
the Detroit River. It was solved 
by a reference to the papers in this 
grey building. Another day it is a 
Jand title in the Province of Quebec, 
Priceless treasures are within its 
walls—priceless not only to the 
antiquarian, but to the practical 
business man of to-day. Over that 
building and over those records pre- 
sides Arthur George Doughty, Do- 
minion Archivist. 

As the records in his care bear 
upon the business world and upon 
the instilling of the young Canadian 
with a love for his country’s past 
and faith in its future, so the pre- 
Pparation of Dr. Doughty for his work 
combined the ideal and the practical, 
Born in Maidenhead, in the north- 
eastern corner of the English county 
of Berkshire, 53 years ago, the 
future Canadian public servant was 
educated at Oxford and at Carlisle, 
steeped in the best that the culture 
of England could bestow. With the 
intention of following the life of so 
many Oxford graduates, young 
Doughty turned his mind to the 
church, and for a while saw the 
se-my side of London in All Hal- 
lows’ Mission. While there, how- 
ever, he had his atention turned to 
Canada and entered commercial life 
in Montreal, where he came into 
touch with the Canadian spirit in its 
anost practical form. 

His money-making surroundings 
could not wean him from the love 
of the muses and after his day’s 
work in a business house he turned 
his energies in the evenings to the 
writing of musical and dramatic 
criticism and—in this pointing the 
way to his future destiny—to Cana- 
dian history. Incidentally he wrote 
the libretto for a comic opera, under 
the name of ‘Bonnie’ Prince 
Charlie.’ During this period he was 
brought into touch with Mr. H. I. 
Duffy, later Commissioner of Public 
Works and Provincial Treasurer at 
Quebec. As Mr. Duffy’s private 
secretary, entrance was made by Mr. 
Doughty into the public service, and 
from that he passed on to become 
joint librarian of the Province of 
Quebec, and from that* post to the 
one he now occupies, 

Dr. Doughty is in a large sense 
the maker as well as the adminis- 
trator of the Dominion Archives, in 
nis historical studies he had been 
deeply impressed with the lack of 
access to Canadian historical docu- 
ments, and he succeeded in interest- 
ing Sir Louis Jette, Lieutenant- 
Governor at the time. Accordingly 
a meeting was held in the office of 
Sir Louis, which had much to do 
with the foundation of the Canadian 


archives. At that meeting were, be- 
sides Sir Louis, Hon, Thomas Cha- 
pais, Mgr. Latlamme, rector of La- 


val; Mgr. Mathieu, and Dr. Doughty, 
A plan was drawn up for the pub- 
lication of the early historical rec- 
ords of the Dominion, The provinces 
were to be asked to provide for the 
collection of their records, and then 
these records were to be edited by 
@ qualified committee and published 
under the aegis of the Federal au- 
thorities, the expense being divided 
among the Dominion and the prov- 
ances. 

This particular plan was never 
carried out, but the effort to solve 
its problems brought Dr. Doughty 
into touch with the Earl of Minto 
and he, too, was caught and held 
by the enthusiasm of its originator. 
With the enlistment of Lord Minto, 
the cause entered on a new phase, 
The cellars and garrets of the public 
buildings at Ottawa were ransacked 
and priceless documents unearthed; 
among them, for example, were the 
original plans of the City of Quebec, 
fong thought to be lost. 
means the Federal Government be- 
came convinced of the need of a 
building where the records could be 
stored in safety, and the present 
etructure—-the capacity of which Is 
already seen to be too small—was 
she result. 

Dr. Doughty is a tireless worker, 
At his office he is always ready to 
assist any student or writer or busi- 
hess man or lawyer who is in search 
of information. In his leisure he 
still devotes himself to literary and 
historical work, and as an amuse- 
ment he has made himself a skilled 
and artistic illuminator of manu- 
scripts and addresses. He has pub- 
lished a formidable list of books 
dealing with the history of Canada, 
and is at present engaged with Dr, 
Adam Shorit in editing a series of 
historical studies of Canada from its 
earliest times, under the title of 
“Canada and its Provinces.” His 
services have been recognized by a 
number of learned societies, and he 
was created a companion of the 
Order of St. Michael and St, George 
by the King just after the Archives 
buildings were opened

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One Hundred Varieties of Marble. 

Although Vermont occupies only a 
small space on the map when com- 
pared with the greut area of some of 
the other states of the Union, yet its 
mineral resources are very important. 
This little stute lends the world in the 
production of marble and granite, and 
the deposits apparently are inexhaust- 
ible. The greatest center of the mar- 
ble industry of the world is in the vi- 
cinity of Rutland, Vt., particularly at 
Proctor and West Rutland, while the 
greatest center of the granite industry 
of the world is in and around Barre 
and Hardwick, Vt. 

Although twenty-six states furnish 
marble, Vermont supplies about 70 per 
cent of the finer grades suitable for 
monumental work und statuary. This 
state furnishes 41 per cent of all the 
building marble used in this country, 
and the demand for this kind of stone | 
is increasing. There are about a hun- 
dred varieties of marble quarried in 
Vermont, ranging from the purest 
white, sultable for statuary, to jet 
black.— Walter H. Crockett in National 
Magazine.

IS MASTER DAIRYMAN 


J. A, RUDDICK MADE CANADA'S 
BIGGEST CHERSEH, 


Oairy and Cold Storage Commisston- 
er for the Dominion Taught New 
Zealanders the Arts by Which 
SLey Now Threaten This Coun- 
try's Supremacy—He Was Born 
In Cxford County In 1862, 


A despatch the other day announe- 
«7 that we were in danger of losing 
our primacy in tbe’ British cheese 
market to the New Zealander. That 
primacy was probably due to a large 
extent to the immense advertisexent 
we gave ourselves by making the big- 
gest cheese in the world, That 
cheese was manufactured in the fall 
of 1892 in the Canadian Pacific 
Railway station shed at Perth Ont., 
and wai sent to the World's Fair in 
Chicago the next year. it weigned 


22,000 pounds, and required tor tte 
tnaking the equivalent of the Septem- 
ber milking of 10,000 cows After 
the fair was over the cheese was 
shipped to England where it was 
widely exhibited and called attention 
in a startling manner to the cheese- 
tuakers of Canada, ‘lbeir cheese bad 
aiready made a prominent place for 
\tself in the English market; but that 
Place was enormously enlarged as @ 
result of the unique advertisement, 
which was fully supported by the 
Quality of the Canadian article. The 
tan who had charge ot the inaking 
Ot that cheese was Mr. Jobn Arent- 


bald Kuddick, then a member of the 
staff of the Dairy Department for the 
Dominion, since 1905 the Dairy and 
Cold Storage Commissioner and offi- 


cial chief of the dairy interests for 
Canada 

At the time he superintended the 
making of this giant cheese, Mr, 


Kuddick bad for a decade been a fig- 
ure in the cheese-making world of 
Canada, He was at the time just 
thirty years of age, having been of 
Scotch-Irish and United Empire Loy- 
alist stock in the rich county of Ox- 
ford. It was na.ural enough that he

should turn his attention to dairying 
and make a success of it, for Oxford 
| has long been one of the premier 
counties of the Dominion in cheese 


and butter-making It was not Orx- 
ford, however, whieh gave him his 
chance, though it did lay a broad and 


a strong foundation of knowledge for 


him, It was under the ‘‘cheese king,” 
Mr. D. M. Macpherson, of Lancaster, 
in the eastern end of the province, 
that Mr. Ruddick got his most valu- 


able experience and made his name. 
When twenty years of age he entered 
the service of 


Mr. Macpherson as 
manager of one of his factories and 
for five years before 1888 he was 
superintendent of a combination of 
sixty factories, which Mr. Macpher- 
son then controlle in Glengarry and 
in Huntingdon, Que 

Soon after thi t was that Mr. 
Ruddick entered rvice of the 
overnment as a member of the staff 
c” the Dominion Dairy Commission- 
er. For three years was a travel- 
ing instructor of the Eastern Dairy- 
men's Association, and at this time 
did much to spread improved methods 
of cheese and butter-making among 
the farmers of Eastern Ontario. 
When Queen’s University established 
its dairy school in 1894, he was made 
superintendent and remained in 
charge of the fortunes of this Lastli- 
tution until four years later, the 
schoo! in the meantime having been 
te’ en over by the Ontario Depart- 


ment of Agriculture. 

it looks very much as if we would 
have to lay some of the blame for 
the competition which our cheese is 


now meeting from New Zealand on 
the shoulders of Mr. Ruddick. When 
he severed his connection with the 
Kingston Dairy School} in 1898, it was 
for the purpose of entering the ser- 
vice of New Zealand, where he re- 


mained for three years and did much 
to lay the foundations of the cheese 
industry in that colony. Mr Rud- 
dick, by the way, is only one of a 
number of Canadians who have been 
engaged as experts to build up the 
dairying interests of other countries. 
New Zealand has taken for a time 
no less than three other Canadians 
; for this purpose, while even Great 
Eritain and the United States have 
drawn upon our cheese and butter- 
makers to assist them in improving 
their methods, 
Mr. Ruddick’s life has in a remark- 
| able manner paralleled the period of 
growth of dairying in Canada. This is 
particularly true of cheese-making, 
with which he bas been most closely 
associated. When he was born, about 
fifty million pounds of butter was be- 
; ing made in Canada, but the cheese 
product amounted to only about four 
million pounds, This, cf course, was 
chiefly for home consumption, the ex- 
port of dairy produce on a consider- 
able scale not arising tlll five or six 
years later. The total amount of but- 
ter made in Canada at the time of 
| the last census has not been figured 
out; but ten years earlier it was one 
j hundred and fifty million pounds.

President Hays Announces that His 
Company Will Build 645 Miles of 
Branch Lines in the West this 
Year—Will Complete Branch from 
Tofield to Calgary—Will Tap New 
Country to Immense Coal Fields.

He expressed satisfaction with the 
line from Ft. William to Winnipeg, 
over which he came. 

Speaking of branch lines in the 
west, he said that it was hoped to 
complete some 645 miles this year. 


The branch from Tofield to Calgary 
would be completed. Already 80 miles 
of steel have been laid from Tofield 
to Red Deer river and this year an- 
other 143 miles would be finished 

On the Battleford branch 59 miles 
of track would be constructed, name- 
ly, from Oban to Battleford, 

From Regina on the Regina boun- 
dary branch, the track would be laid 
for 110 miles to a point immediately 
south of Griffin. i 

Then there was the Regina ane 
Moose Jaw lines to be constructed, an- 
other 49 mites. 

Seventy-two miles would also be 
Albert branch and 
a contract had been let for the con- 
struction of 50 miles on the branch 
from Biggar to Calgary. 

In answer to further questions, Mr 
Hays said that the company proposed 
tapping entirely new country by a 
line from Bikerdike on the main line 
about 130 miles west of Edmonton 
through the Pacific Pass Coal fields 
as well as those of the Yellow Head 
Pass. “Of this track which was to be 
called the Alberta Coal Track we 
hope to construct 69 miles of that 
branch; also another to the Moun- 
tain Park Coal fields. 

“The Grand Trunk Pacifie would 
have at the end of the year altogether 
about 1000 miles of branches in opera- 
tion in Alberta and Saskatchewan.” 


FIRST RETURNS OF CENSUS 


Very Sparse Population in the Far 
Northern Hudson Bay 
District 
Ottawa.—Canada’s first census re- 
turn, showing a population of 1800 
for over one hundred thousand square 
miles of territory, has been received 
at the census bureau The return 
covers the four hundred mile stretch 
of territory along the west coast of 
Hudson Bay north from Fort Church- 
ill to Chesterfield inlet, and inland as 
far as the trappers and Eskimos of 
that territory penetrate. The figures 
were gathered during the past winter 
by the Northwest Mounted Police 

patrol at Churchill 

Of the total population of this great 
area only about two hundred are 
whites, the balance being Eskimos 
and a few Indians. 

Ten years henee, with the advent of 
the Hudson Bay railway, which will 
be under construction by the govern- 
ment a few months henee, and with 
the development of Hudson Bay as the 
new route for trade between Europe 
and western Canada, the next census 
will probably show more thousands 
than there are now hundreds. But at 
present, with the exception of Arctic
